State D epartm ent P ress Officer 
Lincoln White told a news confer 
lance that the United Stales has 
been holding informal discussions 
with the im portant non C om m unist 
m aritim e nations “ with a view to 
obtaining th eir cooperation in pre 
venting the shipment of a rm s to 
that country (G u a te m a la ).” 
“ The attitude of these countries 
has been favorable,” White said. 
“ T hrough the cooperation of friend­ 
ly countries .shipments of this na 
ture (a r m a m e n ts ) have been pre 
v en ted .”

Term ) who challenged the “ wis­ 
dom and legality” of the action 
The P re s id e n t’s o rd e r w as dis­ 
closed by AEC G eneral M anager 
Kennel Ii IL Nichols at a hearing 
by the Joint Congressional Atomic 
E nergy 
com m ittee on 
the y e a r­ 
long fight over the adm inistration 
m ove to allow p rivate utilities to 
supply pow er to TVA for use by 
atom ic plants. 
Nichols said the com m ission re ­ 
ceived a letter this m orning from 
Budget D irector Rowland Hughes 
saying the P resident directs the 
AEC to “ proceed as rapidly as 
possible” to sign “ a definitive con­ 
tr a c t” with the Mid South Southern 
utilities group for the power.
